A. W a n U Him to be Indian 
Commissioner. 


A Washington dls|)atch says that tht 
leading members of the American Pro- 
tective association are preparing to 
petition the president-elect to appoint 
W. C. Linton, the defeated republican 
candidate for congress In the eighth 
Michigan district, commissioner of In- 
dian affairs. They base their clahu 
uix>n the fact that Mr. I^lnton refused 
to accept a nomination for the pr(>si- 
dency by the A. P. A., and through his 
influence turned several hundred thous- 
and votes to the supiiort of the repub- 
lican ticket. The result of the election, 
they argue, demonstrates that McKin- 
ley owes his success to the votes of that 
organization, for they hold the balance 
of |M)wer In Kentucky, California, Ore- 
gon, Maryland and other close states. 
They claim, also, that Linton was de- 
feated for congress by the catholic 
church as a penalty for his patriotism, 
and that his opitonents succeeded In 
trading many votes for McKlnley for 
votes against him, and thereby encom- 
passed his defeat. 


Behind the movement are two deeper 
motives than to provide a place for the 
young Michigan memlM3r. The leaders 
of the A. P. A. want McKlnley to rec- 
ognize that order, which, of course, hi? 
Is not likely to do, and that fact alon«; 
will prevent Mr. Linton's ap|H>lntment. 
Again It Is manifested that they have 
selected the oftlce of commissioner of 
Indian affairs so that If Mr. Linton Is 
appointed he mav alioUsh the catholic 
schools, over which there has licen so 
umch discussion In congress. 


Nearly all the Indian agents and 
those who are familiar with Indian af- 
fairs, without respect to sectarian pre- 
ferences or prejudices, agree that as a 
rule the Catholic schools are suixjrior 
to all others among the Indians, and 
the iHiople on the frontier would regret 
to see them alxillshed. 
Their excell- 
ence Is attributed to the fact that the 
teachers, who are nuns and priests, 
dedicate their lives to this work. They 
have no other Interests or ambition biit 
the education of Indian children, while 
the govertmient and proUistant schools 
are taught by t^imiHirary 
teachers, 
who secure the |)osltlons purely for the 
salaries they pay, and leave as soon as 
they can get something lietter. 


Was th« First PrMldentlal CaadMMs 
tu Employ • PrcM Acaat. 


"Oenoral Butler originated the em 
ploymcnt and coincil the term of preM 
agent at political hoadqnarten,*' re 
marked a gentleman who baa given 
many years to the consideration 
ac 
tive politics. "During his campaign for 
the presidency on the labor ticket be 
noticed 
that 
the repreaentatirei of 
the newspapers gave bnt little atten 
tion to the labor ticket h«adqaart«n. 
He dccidcd that this shonld not oontin 
ne. Bailey, the circus man, who wai a 
friend of General Butler, took Mm« in 
terest in his campaign, and General 
Bntler spoke to him of the neglect of 
the newspapers. 'Do as we do,' replied 
Bailey, 'and hire men to take your stnH 
to tho papers — we call tbem pi 
agents, though you can call tbem any 
thing else.' 


"Tho idea was adopted immediately 
and Bailey was asked to tpare ona of 
bia press agents for a conple of montbi, 
which be contented to do^ and sent Ma 
jor Hagh Coyle, who resides in tbiaaitgr 
during the of! circus season, to report 
to General Butler. Coyle was therefore 
the first political press agent employed 
asAuoh. Ho took hold of the Butler 
boom and played it for all it was worth, 
and ran the campaign on regular eiroui 
principlea He had a man three or four 
days ahead of (he general, wboae duty 
it wiui to organize Butler oluba in oaae 
there was not any or where tho oluh 
waN an insignificant affair. 


"Tho clubs were organised on tba 
principles and in tho same way that 
armies, villagors and ballets are aecured 
for theatrical or eirons repreaentationii 
—that is, hired for the time they ware 
occupied in making the parade. 
The 
uniforms, banners, flags, drums, trana- 
parenoiea and other paraphernalia of po- 
litical olubs wore owned by General 
Butler, and, like a circus tent, ware sent 
to tiio city where thoy were to be used one 
or two days in advance. There is hardly 
any political oirganization these daya 
wiiich does not have a preaa agent, but 
there are few of them who will «Tor 
compare with Hugh Coyle, for he com- 
bined great eiporionce with 
intelli- 
gence and was a manager in etety 
sense."—Washington Star.

DesMOINEB, Nov. 20.—Tho burial 
of Edward W. Curry, the late chairman 
of th#democratic state committee oc- 
curred yesterday. 
Mr. Curry died of 
blood poisoning which resulted from 
injuriet he received while being in- 
itiated by tho Elks. That order has 
made the following statement concern- 
ing his death: 


"We have a chair over which Is 
placed a thin sheet of cast iron serving 
M the seat, Vhich we have always used 
in Initiating new members. 
When tho 
member is to be initiated he Is blind- 
folded and taken to an 
antc-room, 
whore a committeo changes his clothes 
and dresses him up in some fancy cos- 
tume. 
After that ho is led to the chair 
and made to sit down on It. 
A small 
gas jet Is placed underneath the chair 
and the expectation Is that as soon as 
the warmth is felt on the Iron the nicm- 
ber will jump up and out of It. It is 
the most Innocent sort of a trick, and 
might bo used at any home In order to 
furnish a little amusement. 
No harm 
has ever come from it In the past. 
In 
Mr. Curry's case, however, he sat on 
the chair a longer time than 1 have 
ever se«^ anyone stand it. We thought 
nothing of it, however, s»ipiM)sing tlu; 
iron was longer In heating than ustuil. 


"In a little while wo noticed that the 
iron must have Ijeeu heated enough. 
We immediately took tho jot away and 
led Mr. Curry from the chair. 
The 
heat had burned his cU)thing 
and 
slightly burned the llesh. 
It was such 
a burn as anyone might get about a 
stove or in a hundred other ways, and

i^gllsfi cloveM are Irish shamtook, 
Perhaps lyo greater myth exists than that 
relating to the shamrock. St. Patrick 
vrould find clover in almost «11 parts of 
Ireland, as he would in England, and 
it was a fitting emblem of the Trinity. 
Consequently there is little dgubt that 
he used it as an illustration. How tho 
little fiction that it is a distinct plant 
and will grow only iu Ireland has been 
maintained so long seems incompre 
hensible unless it is duo to tho pecul 
iarity of Englishmen when regarding 
most things Irish. It is almost as ab­ 
surd as regarding Lever’s characters as 
typical of tho Irishman of today, prob­ 
ably of any day, us ho appears to have 
had OS great a genius iu invon^ng char­ 
acters as in inventing stories. Ireland 
largely owes its clovers and shamrocks 
to its limestone. Around Dublin, where 
limestone is not very prevalent, tho in­ 
ferior type of clover, the yellow trefoil, 
is commonly employed as a badge, its 
convenient shape, owing to its top root, 
rendering it convenient as a buttonhole 
flower. 


In limestone districts the white olo- 
ver is more commonly used, though 
there is no definite rule, as is shown by 
tho specimens collected by natives iu 
11 parts of Ireland now to bo seen in the 
tublin museum. Theso specimens were 
allowed to go to flower, and four dis­ 
tinct varieties of clover are represented, 
each frequently. Even the large red 
clovcr is included. There is no other 
plant shown, beoauso there is no other 
shamrock. The myth is destroyed, but 
tiie clovers remain, and it is duo to 
their presence that tho Irish pastures are 
so rich and so valuable for grazing. 
They have accumulated fertility, and 
they have done so in England. There­ 
fore their presence in hnvns must not 
t)o regarded as prejudicial.— London 
Standard. 


VlMlbllltjr of Light* at Night. 


The results of tlio experiments in 
light visibility conducted by tlie inter­ 
national committee on behulf of tho 
lovernments of tlie United States, Ger­ 
many and tho Netherlands iiave been 
handed in. Tho Gernum section gave us 
tho distance ut which a ligiit of 1 can-, 
die power became visible 1.40 miles for 
a dark, clear nigiit, and 1 mile for a 
rainy night. 
The American experi­ 
ments show that a light of one candle 
power is visible at 1 mile and one of 
three candle power is plainly visible at 
a miles. A 10 candle |)owor light was 
«eon with a binocular at 4 miles, one of 
29 at C miles, though faintly, and one 
of 88 candles at tho same distance with­ 
out difllculty. 


To boon tho safe side the experiments 
were made with green light, as it lias 
been conclusively proved that if a light 
of that color fills the required teHtn a 
red light of (iio samo intensity will 
more than do so. 


It was found that the candle {Kiwcr 
of green light which remained visible 
ut 1, a, S und 4 miles was 3, IC, Cl and 
100 rcppeetively. It wos noticed, how­ 
ever, that great care had to be exercised 
in tho selection of tho siiade of tiie col­ 
or, so os to give the minimum interfer­ 
ence with the intensity of the light. 
TJie shade adopted is u clear blue green. 
Yellow and gntss green should not bo 
employed. Tlie tests may be of interest 
to railroad men and seamen.—Progrcsa- 
ivo Age.

LlghthoVM Ughts. 


In a series of papers oontrihntsd to 


Engineering by Du Riohe Prellar on 
lighthouses tu Europe the lemarkaUe 
statement is made that the Inmlnons 
range of a light of 600,000 candle pow­ 
er in the Mediterranean (44 milM) is 
equal to that of 5,000,000 candles in the 
chaunel-^equal to a ratio of one to ten— 
hence, it is added, that, with the exeep* 
tion of tlio electric flashing light of 
Planier, near Marseilles, of 600,000 
candle power, the most powerful min* 
eral oil lights recently installed on the 
French, Corsican, Algerian and Tnnis* 
iau coasts of the Mediterranean do uPi't 
exceed 85,000 candle power, havirg a 
luminous range of about 80 mileatn ar- 
erago weather. On the other kand, in 
the channel and in the bay t>f fiiseay 
tho largest mineral oil lights have lu­ 
minous |K)wers up to IboiH 900,000, 
and the electric lightirjg flash lights np 
to 22,500,000 and ^.600,000 candles. 
Further, tiie maximum light of French 
lighthouse tow«rs—that is, the height of 
tho focus above grouud—varies from 
about 5U to 70 meters, but some towers 
are, of course, ou very elevated posi­ 
tions, so that, taking the height of the 
focuM above tho sea level, the highest 
light, that of Capo Bream, is 761 feet 
al)ove tiie high water sea level, while 
its luminous power is 6,000 candles and 
its luminous rango 25 miltis. TMs light 
is an oil light, and the geogtaphical 
range, or direct visibility of snch lights 
on higii elevations, is usaally in excess 
of their luminous range, the reverse of 
this, however, being commonly the case 
with electric coast lights.

Machinery LnbrlealkMb 


Tho results of some valuable expert« 
ments on the lubrication of machinery 
liearings have been set forth by Mr. 
Dewranee in an address before the Civil 
Engineers' institute, London. 
His ob* 
servations siiow^that olive oil becomes 
black and thick after passing through 
the bearings several times. This oil. 
after filtration, was composed of 10 per 
cent of oleate of lead, 0.67 percental 
oleato of acid and 74.68 per cent of 
olivooil and glycerin, the oleate acid 
in tho olive oil appearing to attack 
lead, zinc and copper with great activi­ 
ty. Thus disks of motals used in tbe 
manufacture of bearings wei« imuMned 
in oleate acid, occasionally ^ w n np 
out of tlio acid so as to be expoasd to 
the uir. Lead and ainc rapidly corrod^ 
away, copia^r was corroded to a leca ex­ 
tent, wiiile tin and antimony were not 
appreciably affected. In regard to the 
conipressibilityof alloy«, it is suggested 
by this authority that no alloy be used 
until it is satisfuctorily demonstrated 
that its point of first yield is consider* 
ably above tho greatest load or siiook to 
whicit it will be subjected in use. Iu 
testing tlie effect upon soft metal t>ear- 
iugs when tho shaft sustained a heavy 
pressure a piece of iron waa found to 
leave no mark upon a surface aofter 
than itself. 


Uoiu«'a Qraat rira. 


In A. D. U4, 10 of tbe 14 nnnicipal 
districts of Komo were destroyed by a 
confiagratiou instigated, it is said, by 
tiio Emperor Neio. The number of lives 
loiit is known to amount np into the 
hundreds, but the value of the property 
destroyed cannot even be estimated. 1^ 
tho emperor’s command, thousanda of 
Itomans rendered homeless anddesti 
tute were employed iu removing the de­ 
bris and rebuilding the burned citj. 
Nero, to divert tho odium vt the crime 
from himself, ehargcd it upon the 
Christians, and thus began (me of tbe 
greatest iiersecutious iu tite bistcry of 
tho early Christian ohurcb.

A SERIOUS CHARGÌ. 


AFFAIROCCURREDIN BUCHANAN 


It •Waa Durlns tha Conatructlon 
of tha 8t. Josaph Vallay 
Railway. 


From Yetttrdsjr’t JotirnM. 


This afternoon Ihe trial of Sanford L. 
Yendes, tbe railway engineer on the St. 
Joseph valley road, who is accused of as­ 
saulting Charles F. «Redden at Buchanan 
last Juna, is in progress in the circuit 
court. 


Tho story of the case has' already been 
given considerable publicity and the facts 
are not entirely destitute of interesting 
features. The assault occurred while the 
St. Joseph valley railway company was en­ 
gaged in constructing its. tracks near the 
village of Bttchaaan. 
The right-ot*way 
crosses the farm owned by the Reddens, 
and the company’s right to the laud was 
very eneregetically disputed by^the owners 
of the farm. 


One morning in June, flast,* Charles F. 
Redden is aocuted with attempting to 
obstruct the construction train. Re piled 
ties on the track’and then stood guard over 
the obstructions until the train appeared. 
The engineer, S. L. Tendes, ordered the 
removal of the impediment. Redden did 
not accede and the engineer, it is alleged, 
kicked him in the face, breaking his nose. 
Yendes was immediately arrested. He is 
represented at his trial by Lawyer Victor 
M. Qore, who, it is thought. Will attempt 
to show that Redden was trespassing when 
lie entered the right of way and his forci 
hlo ejectment was justifiable.

A PECULIAR BUSINESS. 


■ reedlag aad Gatehlav Leechea F«r tiM 
New York Market. 


James Partit and his children earn 
all tbe money they make raising leech- 
esk for the work of breeding the blood- 
saekefs on the Partit farm on Toms 
river, near Laey, N. J., is nothing com­ 
pared with the labor of catching them. 
The wary leech will take hold of nothing 
bnt human flesh, so the members of the 
Partit family, big and little, plunge 
their legs into the swamp and draw 
them ap presently with the prey at­ 
tached. 


Farmer Partit doesn’t seem to think 
a little blood lotting hurts one. 


*'They are as good as a dose of spring 
physio," says he. “ Why, me and the 
boys get so fat and healthy doing nothing 
all winter that we need something like 
this to keep as in order. If we fished 
too long at a time, they might do some 
harm, but we know when to stop Aft­ 
er the season is over we feci fresher and 
better than if we hadn’t been leeching. 
They are jast like mosquitoes—they 
snok oat all the bad blood and leave 
the good, and that’s why, 1 suppose, we 
feel so good after a month’s work in the 
swamp 1 think we’d all have malaria 
down in this wet place if it wasn’t for 
the leeches. No man could wade through 
such a mudhole without getting malaria 
unless something helped him. ” 


His farm yields 600,000 leeches a 
year, and the price is 20 or 80 cents for 
100, giving an annnal income of $1,000 
to the family. The market is New York 
or Philadelphia, where the Iceches are 
distributed to the trade. 


Half a century ago this would have 
been a great business, bnt the belief in 
leeches has fallen off in this country. 
Europe clings to the practice, and Paris 
consumes S, 000,000 
leeches yearly, 
while London finds ase for over 7,000,- 
000 a year. 


James Partit or his boys, when wad­ 
ing, discovered the presence of tho leech­ 
es in his swamps. He looked np tho sub­ 
ject and decided that he would snpply 
the American market, which hitherto 
had depended on Europe. He found that 
buyers preferred tho Hungarian fellow 
of olivo green without spots, or else tho 
German Iccch. with dark green tx)dy 
spotted below with black. Ho f;ot a fow 
specimens and p it them in tho pond. 
They multiplied rapidly after their ene­ 
mies, tho water snakes, were extermi­ 
nated, and soon tiio first leech pond in 
tho country wa^established. Tho young 
are ready for market iu about a year, 
but reproduction takes three years. The 
average lifo of a leoch is 15 or 20 years. 
Usaally a healthy man cnn fish in the 
swamp four or live hours without losfng 
enough bloo<l to exhaust him. Tho lecch 
has three jaws and from 20 to 00 teeth. 
When theso get going, in a short time 
the leech will swallow five times his 
weight iu blood. 


All this is more pleasant than tho 
practice elsewhere about Now York of 
fattening leeches for tho market on do 
crepit old horses which have been con­ 
demned to tho boneyurd.—New York 
Press.

A. P. A. Wants Him to be Indian 


Commissioner. 


A Washington dispatch says that the 


eading members of the American Pro

dian affairs. They base their claim 
ipon the fact that Mr. Linton refused 
o accept a nomination for the presi- 
dency by the A. P. A., and through his 
"ufluonce turned several hundred thous- 
md votes to the support of the repub- 
icau ticket. The result of the election, 
-hey argue, demonstrates that MeKin- 
ey owes his success to the votes of that 
organization, for they hold the balance 
of power in Kentucky, California, Ore- 
gon, Maryland and other close states, 
["hey claim, also, that Linton was cle- 
eated for congress by the catholic 
ihurch as a penalty for his patriotism, 
ind that his opponents succeeded in 
trading many votes for McKinley for 
'otcs against him, and thereby encom- 
>assed his defeat. 


Behind the movement are two deeper 


motives than to provide a place for the 
'oung Michigan member. The leaders 
>f the A. P. A. want McKinley to rec- 
ognize that order, which, of course, he 
s not likely to do, and that fact alone 
vill prevent Mr. Linton's appointment. 
Again it is manifested that they have 
selected the office of commissioner of 
indian affairs so that if Mr. Linton is 
appointed he may abolish the catholic 
schools, ove"r which there has been so 
much discussion in congress.

;hose who are familiar with Indian af- 
'airs, without respect to sectarian 
pre- 


ferences or prejudices, agree that as a 
rule the Catholic schools are superiot 
:,o all others among the Indians, anil 
jhe people on the frontier would regret 
to see them abolished.

ence is attributed to the fact that the 
teachers, who are nuns and priests 
dedicate their lives to this work. The\ 
have no other interests or ambition bu" 
the education of Indian children, whll 
tho government and protestant schools 
are taught by temporary teachers 
who secure tho positions purely for tlu 
salaries they pay, and leave as soon at- 
they can get something better.

GENERAL BUTLER. 


He Wat tlio First rrcnhlcnttal Candidate 


( 
to Employ » Press Agent. 


"General Butler originated, the em- 


ployment and coined tho term of pres§ 
igent at political headquarters," re- 
marked u gentleman who has given 
many yours to (he consideration of ac- 
tive politics. "During hiscampiiign for 
the presidency on tho labor ticket he 
noticed that tho representatives of 
:he newspapers gnve but little atten- 
;iou to tlio labor tickot headquarters. 
Ee decided that this should not contin- 
ue. Bailey, tho circus man, who was a 
'fiend of General Butler, took some in- 
terest iu his campaign, and Gen oral 
Butler spoke to him of the neglect o) 
the newspapers. 'Do as we do,' replied 
Bailey, 'nud hire men to take your stuff 
;o tho papers — \ve call them pi 
agents, though you can, call them any- 
thing else.' 


"Tho idea was adopted immediately 


and Bailey was asked to spare one oJ 
bis press agents for a couple of months, 
which he consented to do, and sent Ma- 
jor-Hugh Coyle, who resides in this city 
during the off circus season, to reporl 
;o GeuernI Butler. Coyle was therefore 
iho first politiual press agout employed 
as such. Ho took hold of tho Butler 
joom und played it for all it was worth, 
and ran the campaign on regular ciroua 
principles. He had a man three or four 
days ahead of Ihe general, whose duty 
it was to organize Butler clubs in oaso 
-hero was not any or where tho club 
was an insignificant affair. 


"The clubs wore organized on tha 


principles and iu tho same way that 
armies, villagers and ballets are secured 
:or theatrical or ciroua representations 
—that is, hired for tho time they were 
occupied in making the parade. 
Tho 


uniforms, banners, flags, drums, trans- 
parencies and other paraphernalia of po- 
itioal clubs wore owned by General 
Butler, and, like a cirous tent, were sent 
to tlio city whore they were to be used one 
or two days in advance. There is hardly 
any political organization these days 
which does not have a press agent, but 
;here are few of them who will ever 
compare with Hugh Coyle, for he oom- 
bined great experience with intelli- 
;cnoB and was a manager in every 
sense."—Washington Star.

UNFORTUNATE AFFAIR. 


Mr. Curry 
Was Chairman of tho 


Iowa State Democratic 


Committee. 


DEB MOINEB, Nov. 20.—The burial 


of Edward W. Curry, the late chairman 
T the democratic state committee oc- 
curred yesterday. Mr. Curry died of 
jlood poisoning which resulted from 
DJurles ho received while being in- 
itiated by tho Elks. That order has 
made'the following statement concern- 
ing his death: 


'Wo have a chair over which is 


placed a thin sheet of cast iron serving 
.a the seat, "which wo have always used 
.n initiating new members. When the 
member is to be initiated he is blind- 
'olded and taken to an ante-room, 
where a committee changes his clothes 
and dresses him up in some fancy cos- 
tume. After that he is led to the chair 
and made to sit down on it. 
A small 


gas jet Is placed underneath the clmit* 
and tho expectation is that as soon a^ 
the warmth is felt on the iron the mem- 
ber will jump up and out of it. It is 
the most innocent sort of a trick, and 
might bo used lit any home iu order to 
furnish a little amusement. 
No harm 


has ever come from it in the past. 
In 


Mr. Curry's case, however, he sat on 
the chair n longer time than I have 
ever seufi anyone stand it. Wo thought 
nothing of it, however, supposing the 
iron was longer in heating titan usual. 


"In a little while we noticed that tho 


iron must have been heated enough. 
We immediately took the jet away and 
led Mr. Curry from the chair. 
The 


heat had burned his clothing and 
slightly burned the flesh. 
It was such 


a burn as anyone might get about a 
stove or in a hundred other wcys, and 
such a one as people receive every day 
without thinking anything of it. 


"Mr. Curry said to me afterward that 


he had not felt any pain during all of 
this time, only a stinging sensation. 
He had gone through u number of sim- 
ilar ceremonies in different lodges, and 
wanted to show that he was stoical in 
these matters. He said he thought thai 
in dressing him the committee hiul ap- 
plied'a fly" blister or something of the 
kind, and that this was drawing and 
causing the sensation. He was not nt 
all inconvieneed by the burn that 
uiglit. Alter the initiation ceremonies 
he made a splendid address to the or- 
der, and sat down to lunch, as jolly ah 
the rest. The next day he was about 
his business as usual, and that night 
attended the performance, of .Joseph 
Jefferson at Foster's opera house, ami 
was taken ill the second day following. 


"That the burn should have pro vet; 


so serious we can only account for by 
the fact that Mr. Curry's system, owing 
to the excitement of the campaign, was 
in such condition that the slightest in- 
jury would have caused blood poison- 
ing. The affair is such an unfortunate 
one that I dislike to speak about it, and 
while hie illness can be traced to the 
njury received at the Elks' meeting, 
j seems rather a matter of fate thai 
lie Elks should have been connected 
•ith it. Mr. Curry made himself im- 
neusely popular with those composing 
tie Elk lodge, and the Elks have vic< 
vith one another to see who could do 
tie most for him during his illness."

100 respectively. It was noticed, how- 
ever, thiit great care had to bo exercisec 
iu tho selection of tho shade of the col- 
or, so as to give tho minimum interfer- 
ence with tho intensity of tho light. 
The ehurlo adopted is a clear blue green. 
Yellow and grass green should not bo 
employed. Tho tests may be of interest 
to railroad men ntid seuiuoii.—Progress- 
ive Age.

Sli«—«Aud you may bo iu love, but I 


can never conceive of your being en- 
gaged.—Detroit Free Press, 


Mnchlnery Lubrication. 


Tho results of some valuable experi- 


ments oil tho lubrication of machinery 
lieuriugs havo been set forth by Mr. 
Dewrauco in an address before tho Civil 
ngineers' institute, Loudou. His ob- 
iorvatious show that olive oil becomes 
jlack and thick after passing through 
tlio bearings several times. This oil, 
ifter filtration, was composed of 16 per 
cent of oleate of lead, 9.67 por cent of 
oleato of acid and 74.68 per cent of 
ilivo oil and glycerin, the oleate acid 
n the olive oil appearing to attack 
!ead, zinc aud copper with great aotivi- 
y. Thus disks of inotals used in the 
manufacture of bearings were immersed 
'u oloate acid, occasionally drawn up 
mt of tho acid so as to be exposed to 
he air. Lead and zinc rapidly corroded 
away, copper was corroded to a less ex- 
eut, while tin and antimony were not 
ippreoiably affected. In regard to the 
iouiprcsBibilityof alloys, it is suggested 
by this authority that no alloy be used 
intil it is satisfactorily demonstrated 
hat its point of first yield is consider-

Whcm a hunter iu the old days lout 


all his bullets or hadn't any to ahoot 
with, IIG usually devised substitutes 
that t on occasion aorved the purpose 
well All sorts of things have been fired 
at game or Indians, aa the case might 
be. Old Hank Ellison, living up in Jef- 
ferson county, N. ¥., told to hii dying 
day how ho was cooped up by Indiana 
oat \vest OUCQ with e. little lead, lots of 
powder, a belt fall of gold nuggets, a 
flno rifle aud » bullet mold. 
It wat on 


tho top of a knoll where hii log cabin 
had been built, uud he had » barrel of 
water and u lot of wood for emergen- 
cies. 
The Indians kept just out of 


range, dashing in onoe ID awhile to 
draw his fire. He soon used bii ballets 
up and then need tho gold. He fired 
nearly half his fortune, at the redikins 
before they left him. 


Mnny a hunter has used a pebble in 


the hope of getting a close deadly shot, 
Jaokkuives and ramrods have served 
their time as missiles. Forest and 
Stream tells about a hunter who had 
only a single bullet, but lots of powder. 
The bullet shot the horn of a big buck 
off, aud the buck charged the man, who 
took to a tree top. Ho sjiunt half an 
hour whittling off two inch lengths of 
branches and putting them into his rifle.

a liltlo blood letting hurts ouo. 


"They are as good aa a dose of spring 


phyflio," says be. "Why, mo and the 
boys got 80 fat and healthy doing nothing 
all winter that we need something like 
this to keep us in order. If we fished 
too long at a time, they might do Borne 
harm, but we know when to stop. Aft- 
er the season is over we feel fresher uud 
better than if we hadn't been leeching. 
They aro just like mosquitoes—they 
Buck out all the bud blood and leavo 
the good, and that's why, I suppose, wo 
feel BO good after u mouth's work in the 
awamp. I think we'd nil have malaria 
down in this wet place if it wasn't for 
tho leeches. No man could wade through 
such a mudholo without getting malaria 
unloBS something helped him," 


His farm yields 500,000 leeches a 


year, and tho price is 20 or 80 cents for 
100, giving an annual income of $1,000 
to the family. The market is New York 
or Phila'dolphia, where the leeches) are 
diatributed to the trade- 


Half a century ago tbis would have 


been a great business, but tho boliof in 
leeches JIHH fulleii off in this country.
